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Smith Predicts 


Banner Year in 


Village in 1955 
"The year of 1954 was a 
banner one for Palm Springs, 
and indications at present re­ 
veal that 1955 w ill be equally 
as good,” W. H. Smith, presi­ 
dent of Coachella Valley Sav­ 
ings and Loan Association, 
writes in the current issue of 
the Savings and Loan Journal, 
m onthly trade publication of 
the California Savings and 
Loan League. The article fea­ 
tures comments by savings as­ 
sociation m a n a g e r s from 
throughout California. 
According to Smith, his own 
association has increased its 
assets by 38 percent during 
1954, bringing the total up to 
$5% m illion. 
"Lending has been at an ex­ 
ceptionally high level,” he re­ 
ports, “and there are now more 
people in Palrii Springs than 
ever before at this time of 
year. Houses are selling like 
‘hot cakes’,” he added. 
Smith pointed out that Palm 
Springs’ hotels are now running 
70 to 100 percent over last year’s 
business, and m any local m er­ 
chants have set new one-day 
records over any single previ­ 
ous day in their history, in­ 
cluding holidays. 
In conclusion, the local sav­ 
ings association executive said 
that he can see nothing in the 
local 
economic 
scene 
that 
would point to anything other 
than continued prosperity for 
Palm Springs. 


RUGGED SLOPES KEEP 
RESCUE CREWS ALERT

On the rugged slopes surrounding Tahquitz canyon, 
almost in the center of Palm Springs, dozens of hikers 
and explorers each week wend their way between and 
over huge shale boulders on a happy, adventurous out­ 
ing. 
Most of these persons return 
tired and happy, but a few 
m ake news stories. This is a 
story of the rescue of one of 
these few. 
I w as notified about 10:45 
a.m. that police had received 
word that a lone hiker was 
stranded on a ledge “about a 
thousand feet above the floor 
of the canyon” and w ith my 


camera headed for the rendez­ 
vous spot at the foot of the 
cliff, where cries for help still 
rang down through the high, 
narrow arroyo. 
THE FIRST PARTY had a l­ 
ready left to make the climb 
up the rugged slope when I 
arrived on the scene, and

Total perm its issued for (he 
year were 653. with a valuation 
of $5,474.737. 
This was an increase of more 
lhan a million and a half 
dollars over the 1953 total di 
S3.843.477. 
OF THE 1954 TOTAL, 197 
new homes were authorized 
with a valuation of $3,019.000, 
and an additional 219 dwelling 
units had a valuation of $1,167- 
100. These two item.-- combined 
total $4,186.100, or four-fifths 
of all construction authorized. 
In 1953, there were 181 new 
dwelling u n i t s constructed, 
with a valuation of $2.510,000. 
Other m ajor items of con­ 
struction during last y e a r 
were: 18 new commercial build­ 
ings. $209.000 and 88 swim 
ming pools, $359,000. 
LARGEST 
CONSTRUCTION 
m onth.during the year was No­ 
vember, when 83 permits were

New homes also topped con­

Points to 12 Big 


Forward Steps 
Major accom plishm ents of 
the City of Palm Springs dur­ 
ing 1954 w ere reviewed today 
by City M anager R. W. Peter­ 
son in a yearly progress report. 
Top event of the year was 
the annexation of 151 a square 
miles of uninhabited territory, 
giving the city control as to 
installation of such things as 
cement plants, and the placing 
of the term inus of the tram w ay 
within the city limits. 
ELEVEN OTHER m ajor ac­ 
com plishm ents were recorded 
during the year. They were: 
Improvement of streets—Re­ 
surfacing of one and two- 
thirds miles of Ramon road to 
I he easterly city limits, mostly 
done with gas tax funds; re­ 
surfacing of P a l m Canyon 
drive by the state; proposed 
widening of South Palm Can­ 
yon drive and Tahquitz bridge, 
funds have been budgeted by 
the state, and the project ap­ 
proved by the State Highway 
Commission; paving of approx­ 
imately eight streets in various 
neighborhoods under assess­ 
ment proceedings, with the im ­ 
provement being paid for by 
property owners; one im prove­ 
ment district for installation of 
sewers; continuation of the 
dust control program on un­ 
paved streets, as a preparatory 
measure toward eventual pav­ 
ing of these streets. 
FLOOD CONTROL—Approval 
of plan for Palm Canyon pro­ 
ject, and the budgeting of 
funds and commencement of 
work on a levee for the control 
of flood w aters in that area. 
Work was accomplished by the 
local Flood Control District, 
with the city c o o p e r a t i n g 
wherever possible. 
Parking Lots—Installation of 
a temporary parking lot on 
Tahquitz drive, just east of 
Indian avenue, which accom ­ 
modates approxim ately 38 cars. 
Continued study of other pos­ 
sible sites. 
M unicipal Golf Course—Much 
work has been done relative to 
the anticipated acquisition of 
a site in Section 26. To date, a 
program for financing the pro­ 
ject has been completed. A site 
plan for the course has been 
approved, and the city is now 
negotiating with the Indians to 
obtain their consent in the 
sale of land, which is in various 
ownerships, 
PARKS—Dedication of Tam ­ 
arisk Park, with appropriate 
ceremony, following installa­ 
tion of many new facilities in­ 
cluding a shelter house with 
rest rooms and storage space. 
Personnel — Some research 
has been done on a proposed 
retirem ent plan. A system of 
service pin awards w as inau­ 
gurated. w ith pins b e i n g 
awarded on a five-year basis 
after five years of service. 
Capital Improvement—Study 
has been started, to include all 
m ajor improvements that ap ­ 
pear necessary or desirable, to-

PUBLISHER'S CORNER 


By Oliver B. Jaynes 


OUR COUNTY GOVERNMENT — For the past few 
years a great many residents of Riverside county, both 
here and at the county seat as well, have been aware 
of a lack of efficiency and effectiveness in our county 
government. After three months of investigation into 
the affairs of the county the County Grand Jury places 
the responsibility largely upon the failure of the Board 
of Supervisors to function as a team, due mostly to the 
tactics of Supervisor William Jones with the support of 
Supervisor Warren. 
In a summary of its reports to Judge John G. Gabbert 
(who ordered the investigation on petition), the Grand 
Jury points to a waste of between SI,200,000 and $2,000,­ 
000 of county funds during the past four years through 
poor management of the county’s business by the board. 
Here are some of Ihe comments which the Grand Jury 
made as a result of its detailed investigation: 
Supervisors Hayden. Lewis and Varner (the latter of 
this district) have done a. good Job under difficult cir­ 
cumstances brought about by the tactics of William 
Jones. 
The Board of Supervisors should maintain an efficient 
follow -up system for the proper conduct of the county's 
business. 
The Board could reduce county expenses by putting 
into effect the measures recommended by the Grand 
Juries of the past few years. 
The Board should consolidate certain Justice Courts 
which are now costing the county S40.000 annually. 
The Supervisors can increase the county's income by 
putting a license tax on businesses in the unincorpor­ 
ated areas, and by selling certain property for which the 
county no longer has a need. 
It is interesting to note also that it is the opinion of 
the members of the 1954 Grand Jury that a manager 
form of government would save the county many thou­ 
sands of dollars. They also recommended that the 
supervisors should reside in and be nominated from 
designated districts, but should be elected to office by 
all the voters of the county. By the actions he takes on 
the board, the Grand Jury pointed out, a supervisor 
votes for all the citizens in the county and he should 
be held accountable to the entire electorate. This sys­ 
tem, in the Jury’s opinion, would attract qualified, pub­ 
lic-spirited citizens who would be willing to devote a 
reasonable part of their time to the business of the 
couny. 
The eastern section of the county in which Palm 
Springs is located has been suffering both from lack of 
recognition of its needs and from poor management of 
the county’s affairs generally as well. So bad has been 
the situation that the movement is already well under 
way for the formation of a new county in the desert 
area. The people in this section are pretty well dis­ 
gusted with many phases of their county government. 
This investigation has brought to light many soft 
spots in our county government. No matter how one 
feels about the recommendations, several reforms are 
clearly indicated. Foreman Ed McCoubrey and the 
members of the 1954 County Grand Jury put in a lot oí 
time on this investigation and have done the county 
a fine piece of public service. It is now up to the 
people of the county to act. There are several avenues 
open including redistricting, establishing a charter form 
of government with a county manager and impressing 
on residents of all sections of the county the importance 
of fair representation and treatment for each of them. 
Meanwhile the movement toward the formation of a 
new desert county will undoubtedly continue to grow 
stronger.
